IF your baby or young child 
ever ha t a convulsion in connec­ 
tion with teething, fever, or upset 
stomach, you may have had some 
anxiety even after a number of 
years lest this child might be or 
become an epileptic. 
Dr. Douglas Thorn. In a study of 
8.823 children in Boston found 
that nearly seven out of each 
hundred had one or more con­ 
vulsions during their first five 
years. In tho last war only seven 
out of a thousand men were ex­ 
cluded because of epilepsy. This is 
only a tenth as many as had con­ 
vulsions in infancy or early child­ 
hood.

Hopeful Outlook 


Before the recent convention of 
the National Society of Crippled 
Children and Adults, held In New 
York City, Dr. Frederic Gibbs 
gave a very hopeful outlook for 
most epileptics. He said that 
drugs now available may, with 
proper medical use, allow 85 per 
cent of the epileptics to live nor­ 
mally. Dr. Gibbs Is connected 
with the.Illinols University Medi­ 
cal School and is provident of the 
American branch of The Interna­ 
tional league Against Epilepsy. 
In Parents’ Magazine, Febru­ 
ary, HHS, Is a very helpful article 
by William o. Lennox, MD., 
under th*1 title, “ Epilepsy, the 
Hopeful Disorder.” After describ­ 
ing “ grand mal,” the worst type 
of seizure, which may be days, 
months or years apart, he ex­ 
plains “ petit mal,” which usually 
recurs many times a day. “ If

"The ideal,” says Dr. Lennox, 
"is to treat the epileptic child

Continuance of normal 
activity is an Integral part of the 
treatment." 
He further says that mental 
backwardness doe;; not necessar­ 
ily or even usually follow In the 
wake of epilepsy; that the part 
played by heredity Is no greater 
than In diabetes; and that all em­ 
ployment, except these which In­ 
volve physical hazards, should be 
open to patients. 
“ Most encouraging." he says, 
“is the realisation that time is on 
the side of tile patient. Seizures 
tend to get better as the years 
pass and many stricken parents 
find their children arc living nor­ 
mal lives as a result of Intelligent 
medical atteniloa, pius the good* 
ness of God "
